NEW YORK. N. Y.. September 5.— The 
Rancocas Stable's Kai-Sang scored an easy 
Victory in the Jerome Handicap, at a mile, 
the feature of Belmont Park’s card today, 
lie ran the distance in 1 :37 over a track that 
was far from fast and carried 133 pounds. 
E. F. Cooney's Athelstan beat Brainstorm 
for second place. By the time Pillory and 
Galantman had been withdrawn from the 
Jerome Handicap there were but three left 
to contest for its fame and pelf. Kai-Sang 
was conceding nineteen pounds to Brain- 
storm and thirty-three to Athelstan. Fator 
saved him behind Brainstorm in the rush 
down the backstretch. When Fator called 
on him while rounding the last turn the colt 
responded with a good burst of" speed and 
passed Brainstorm easily. Fator then took 
him under slight restraint once more and 
brought him to the finish with a two lengths 
advantage over Athelstan, which raced up to 
take second place from the tiring Brainstorm 
by two and a half lengths. 

Fator sent the colt along for another quar- 
ter after the finish as a work-out for the 
Lawrence Realization. He completed the 
mile and a quarter in 2 :05. 

The return of fine weather brought out a 
crowd almost as large as that of Labor day. 
The track was slow at the start of the rac- 
ing. but dried out rapidly during the after- 
noon and was good for the last three races. 

GREY LAG ENTERTAINS. 

After the fourth race the spectators were 
given a glimpse of the Rancocas Stable’s 
star handicap horse. Grey Lag, which worked 
out a mile and a quarter in 2 :06% eased up. 
His fractions were 25*4. 49%, 1 :14%, 1 :40 and 
2:06%. 

Mrs. S. A. Clopton's So It Goes with Meri- 
mee in the saddle earned his first brackets 
in the opening race, at three-quarters, for 
maiden three-year-olds. E. J. Bennett's 
Wylie was second and J. L. Price’s Fayelle 
third. 

Ukase raced into the lead early, but Meri- 
mee sent So It Goes upon the outside and 
raced into a good lead with little trouble 
Fator in the meantime was saving Wylie 
along in third place position and the colt had 
considerable speed left for the final rush 
through the homestretch. He closed up rap- 
idly, disposed of Ukase and forced Merimee 
to ride So It Goes out to win by a length and 
a half. Fayelle also finished gamely and, 
passing the tiring Ukase, came within a 
neck of taking second place from Wylie. The 
remainder of the field of eight never threat- 
ened the leaders. 

The Sag Harbor Purse, a condition race, 
for three-year-olds, brought three horses to 
the post. Fred Burlew's Irish Brigadier was 
an easy winner from Pirate Gold, with Gun- 
sight a distant follower. Pirate Gold was 
away in front, but was joined at once by 
Irish Brigadier. The two raced together 
down the backstretch, but before the turn 
was reached Pirate Gold w as falling back. 
Irish Brigadier continued to increase his ad- 
vantage with ease in the stretch, although 
Thomas was riding Pirate Gold hard in an 
effort to catch the winner. Irish Brigadier 
crossed the finish five lengths to the good 
and Gunsight was behind Pirate Gold by 
six lengths. 

BANTRY IN FINE FORM. 

J. E. Nash's Bantry returned to the races 
in top form to win the fifth race, at a mile 
and a sixteenth. Little E. Bell, who had 
the mount, sent the old horse to the front 
at once and into a long lead. There was not 
another horse in the race which could give 
the winner an argument. Maize came fast 
and gamely in the stretch to take second 
place and Lord Herbert made up enough 
ground to take third money from Chateau - 
gay. Chateaugay and Horeb raced in sec- 
ond and third positions respectively for the 
first three-quarters, but' lost ground in the 
stretch drive. 

The last race, at five ana a half furlongs 
for two-year-olds, was hardly more than an 
exercise canter for R. T. Wilson’s Wilder- 
ness. The Wilson colt won by five lengths, 
under restraint, from Nassau, with Curtis 
in third place. 

Fator tried to make a runaway affair of 
the race by sending Curtis into a long lead 
on the backstretch, but Ensor had Wilder- 
ness away well also and, when ready on 
the last turn, called on the Wilson colt. 
Wilderness responded gamely and passing 
Curtis with ease before they reached the 
stretch was then taken under restraint and 
cantered to the finish. Curtis was tiring

MONTREAL; Que., September 5. — Cana- 
dian owners played an important part in the 
results at Blue Bonnets this afternoon, their 
colors being carried to the fore in three of 
the first four races. 

While there was no carded attraction, the 
racing was of a spirited order and the ma- 
jority of winners was forced to stand hard 
drives to earn their victories. Long-priced 
horses accounted for several of the races. 

The biggest upset of the afternoon occurred 
j in the running of the opening dash, when 
| C. W. Hall’s Dixie Dick was returned 
j an easy winner from Veronica, with Fitzrue 
third. Dixie Dick dominated the running 
from the start and, stalling off determined 
challenges, drew away at the end. Dixie 
Dick netted the largest return of the after- 
noon, $53.70 for $2. 

A steeplechase for three-year-olds and 
\ over, at two miles, furnished several thrills 
! and spills, in which only three of the six 
j starters completed the course without mis- 
| hap. The winner came from an unexpected 
j quarter when J. E. Smallman's Canadian- 
| bred Gay Kap scored in a hollow manner 
from Sweet Kiss, with Theodosius third. The 
winner followed the early pace and assumed 
the lead after Sweet Kiss tired, to win by a 
wide margin. Sweet Kiss had as wide a 
margin over Theodosius. Barnabas was the 
first to fall and he went down at the second 
jump. Sea Monarch, the popular choice in 
the race, fell at the eleventh fence, while 
Enrico Caruso fell and was remounted, fin- 
ishing fourth. 

Today’s racing conditions were ideal, being 
of midsummer variety. The track was at its 
best and splendid time was displayed in each 
dash. The crowd showed a falling off from 
the two holidays, but was well up to the 
average established at this meeting. 

The best race of the afternoon from a tin e 
standpoint was the fifth, which was at a 
mile, and M. V. Thomas continued the suc- 
cessful march of Canadian owners when he 
i sent Chloris to the post. Her victory was an 
easy one from Brass Tacks, while the thirc 
portion of the purse fell to Sailor. Chloris 
I ran the mile in 1 :39%, and to cap the score 
ran away a mile and half before she couid 
! be pulled up. Sailor ran away a mile at a 
| stiff gallop. 

DAILY WINNER FROM ROSS STABLE. 

The J. K. L. Ross stable supplied its daily 
winner when Prismar, ridden by Turner, wuc 
j home an easy winner from a band of Cana- 
dian-bred two-year-olds at three-quarters. 
Anaprisa took second place, while Maypole 
was third. Prismar was rated off the early 
pace and rounding the bend into the home- 
stretch went to the front with a rush and 
| drew clear to win by a wide margin. May- 
pole was the early pacemaker and quit badly 
through the final sixteenth. 

Jockey C. Turner will leave for Belmont 
Park to ride Joseph E. Widener’s representa- 
tive in the Futurity. Trainer Tom Welsh 
wired Turner if he could come and imme- 
diately received an affirmative answer. 

Walter D. Scofield will take a division of 
the J. K. L. Ross stable from Blue Bonnets 
to Laurel, Md., at the end of this meeting. 
The Canadian crop of yearlings will also be 
shipped to the Maryland farm at the sam c 
| time. 

W. P. Frazer, who came up from Toronto 
! to attend the meeting of the Canadian Rac- 
ing Associations, is quite enthusiastic over 
the prospects of the coming fall meeting at 
Woodbine Park. 

Among the owners who have made known 
their intention of shipping to Woodbine from 
New York are W. S. Kilmer with Extermina- 
tor and others, and a division of S. C. Hil- 
dreth’s stable, including Grey Lag ; William 
Garth with several of the Cosden string and 
j T.’ J. Healey with some of the R. T. Wilson 
horses, including Pillory. 

The meeting promises to be the greatest 
in the history of the club. For the first time 
since the organization of the Ontario Jockey 
Club the opening day of the meeting has been 
set for Wednesday.

Judge Joseph A. Murphy has made all ar- 
rangements for the transportation of horses 
from Canada and elsewhere to Chicago and 
unless something unforeseen takes place the 
Illinois Jockey Club wall have Hawthorne 
looking like the days of old. Already the 
sprayers are applying the white antiseptic 
cold water paint on the interior of the barns 
and when this is finished the paint process 
on the outside will complete the job and 
that branch of the club grounds will be ready 
for at least 700 horses. 

All the grass in the infield was cut last 
week and burnt up Sunday and all the sur- 
plus lumber was carted away by the people 
of the village, so the conditions at least look 
a hundred per cent better. The job was 
certainly a heart-breaker to commence with, 
but within the next ten days things will com- 
mence to shape up and the plant look more 
like a racing ground. 

The program of the meeting will come from 
the press this week and will be distributed 
at the various tracks by racing secretary 
Fred W. Gerhardy. 

Judge Joseph A. Murphy has full charge 
of the program and there need be no fear of 
a high-class card from day to day. Besides 
the regular card of five races the judge >s 
arranging a special feature race daily.

Assyrian Queen proved to be as easily best 
J of the home-breads engaged in the second 
race after Lady Binmore was withdrawn. 
Lady Binmore, following her victory yester- 
day, was ineligible to the race today. 

Jockey \V. Taylor, who piloted Assyrian 
I Queen, again carried off the riding honors, 
as he also guided Avion to an easy victory 
in the third race. 

Making his debut at the local course jockey 
E. Taylor made good at his first attempt 
when he showed the way at all stages of the 
fourth with Rising Rock. This marked the 
fourth consecutive successful choice. 

The best finish of the day came with the 
running of the fifth, in which the three 
| placed horses finished almost in perfect 
alignment. Bobby Allen barely lasted to 
earn the verdict from Panaman and Flib- 
bertygibbet, the latter running the fastest 
of all at the end. 

Tarascon and Summer Sigh had the best 
of their opponents practically throughout in 
the remaining races and won by comfortable 
margins.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., September 5. — Another 
j feature fell to Montfort Jones when his Surf 
Rider scored from some crack three-year- 
olds that furnished the contest in the mile 
j handicap, including Chatterton and Braedal- 
j bane. The latter pair followed him home in 
the order named. The time was excellent — 
I 1 :37% — and probably bears out the belief 
of trainer Kay Spence that Surf Rider is 
Rockminister’s master at a mile. 

Surf Rider’s early progress in the race was 
anything but encouraging to his numerous 
supporters, for Braedalbane dominated the 
running, with Chatterton in closest pursuit. 

| though under restraint, and the pair were a 
good five lengths in advance of Surf Rider 
when the stretch turn was reached. 

Though supposedly disliking to go a longer 
j distance than the customary sprinting dash 
Braedalbane held on fairly well and it was 
only in the last eighth that he began giving 
| way to Chatterton. The latter flashed mo- 
! mentarily into a lead, but also finding the 
distance a bit beyond him tired perceptibly 
and Surf Rider, continuing with a bold even 
stride, passed his tiring rivals in the last 
fifty yards to win drawing clear by a length. 
Chatterton was an easy second, with Braed- 
albane a good ways ahead of Pindar Peel. 
Bill and Coo, the only other starter, was 
lest between the half-mile ground and the 
finish.

INTEREST AND SPECULATION KEEN.

Gallaher brothers' horses figured in a 
double victory during the afternoon. Their 
crack Indian Trail contributed and inciden- 
i tally verified the sound judgment of many 
close observers who hold him in high re- 
gard. He was an overwhelming favorite and 
j justified the support accorded him by win- 
j ning as his rider pleased. He possesses ex- 
treme speed at the barrier and indicated by 
| his showing today that he can carry his speed 
j over a good distance, but seemed inclined to 
j loaf and his rider had to rouse him some at 
j one period of the stretch run. He is eligible 
( to the rich Jockey Club Stakes, which will 
j have its decision next Saturday. 

Whirl was the secondary contributor of 
the Gallaher brothers’ success. She was also 
a pronounced favorite and never gave her 
backers much concern, for she led for the 
entire race and won under restraint. 

Jockey Heupel figured extensively in the 
afternoon’s racing, for in addition to piloting 
j the Gallaher brothers’ pair of winners he also 
had the mount on Brotherly Love, which 
j triumphed in the mile .and a sixteenth that 
j engaged five of the higher grade platers in 
j these parts. Brotherly Love raced in his 
best form and he had to to defeat the steady 
j going Lady Astor and Cherry Tree. Sands 
of Pleasure was the disappointment in the 
j race. It was expected that he would figure 
extensively in the result, but he was never 
a serious factor. 

SUCCESS FOR CAMDEN COLORS. 

Former Senator J. M. Camden’s colors 
were carried to victory for the first time 
since the disastrous fire which wiped out 
practically all his racing stable. They were 
carried by Merle, in the three-quarters 
maiden race, which she won after a sharp 
drive from the Californian. Cruzern, with 
Vella K. in third place. There were many 
blood relatives to famous racers in the dash, 
but most of them performed poorly. 

Williams Brothers’ Nurture upset calcu- 
lations in the final dash by leading for the 
entire race and beating Merchant and Mati- 
nee Idol. Locust Leaves was an intended 
good thing here, but she quit badly after 
reaching the stretch. The infirm Pimlico 
was one of the choices in this race, but ha 
performed poorly. 

"Bud” Fisher will be an arrival from 
New York with a party of friends next 
Thursday to witness the running of the 
Jockey Club Stakes, in which his Cartoonisc 
will be a starter. 

Assistant starter W. Hamilton had to ab- 
sent himself from duty as a result of injuries 
he sustained in the fifth race yesterday.

Little Chief, handsome son of Wrack and 
Medora, that races for the Rancocas Stable, 
has been made to carry something of a load. 
He has been the penalty saver for better 
horses in the stable and. while he has done 
his part nobly, has enabled the preferred ones 
to escape burdens they would otherwise have 
incurred. At Saratoga it was Little Chief 
which won both the Saranac Handicap and the 
Travers Stakes, and on each occasion Kai-Sang, 
the star three-year-old of the stable, finished 
second. Then at Belmont Park, on the open- 
ing day of the meeting, S&nde had to restrain 
Thunderclap in the Manhattan Handicap to 
prevent his beating the younger horse. 

In the Travers Stakes Little Chief earned 
$11,325 and in the Saranac Handicap he added 
$5,900 to his winnings, while the Manhattan 
Handicap was worth just $3,100 to the win- 
ner. All of these amounts count for something 
in races with penalties, and while it was well 
worth while to save Kai-Sang, there really 
was no good reason for having Thunderclap 
give way to the son of Wrack and Medora. 
He is in the handicap division and in each 
of the races mentioned the second horse was 
so plainly better than the wniner that it could 
in no manner fool Mr. Vosburgh when it came 
to the assignment of weights. 



Mirabeau II., Saltarello, Vicence, Monrad, Saint 
Helier, Duranville, Fauche Le Pre and Zagerus 
are striking examples. The most notable case 
was that of a horse which won the Prix du 
j Dollar at Maisons-Laffitte and the Prix La 
I Force at Longchamps from several of the best 
! horses in training. Fauch Le Pre after winning 

i four important hurdle races carried off the

Grand Prix de Marseilles, a flat race worth 
40,000 francs. 

But all of this is unavailable in this country. 
There are not courses enough, nor no winter 
jumping meetings, and it is only set forth to 
show, in a measure, just what cross-country 
racing could be made. We have the horses 
and there would be many more if the oppor- 
tunity came to race. But in New York the 
only steeplechase courses are at Belmont Park, 
Aqueduct and Saratoga, and at the last-named 
course, it will be remembered, the purses 
through the field, for the latter part of the 
j meeting, were declared off for the reason that 
I those decided before were unsatisfactory. 

Maryland and Canada have shown what can 
j be accomplished in the way of more steeple - 
j chasing, and the sport has been kept up to an 
! excellent standard in each of those racing sec- 
I tions, but what is wanted is more of such rac- 
ing. if the sport is to flourish. It would be 
pleasing to some if Kentucky could be induced 
to return to cross-country racing. But Ken- 
tucky has tried and abandoned the jumpers 
and is satisfied to stick by its present high- 
! class fiat racing. 

LAUREL STAKESFILL WELL 

Seventy Are Named for $25,000 
Washington Handicap — Laurel 
Has Ninety- Five Entries. 

LAUREL, Md., September 5. — Every horse 
of any note in the handicap division has been 
entered in the $25,000 Washington Handicap, 
to be run the closing day of the October 
meeting at Laurel Park. 



This is one of the advantages of having 
such a string of horses as Sam Hildreth is 
training for the Rancocas Stable. He has 
shown how his best horse may be saved at 
no stable expense, and at the same time Kai- 
Sang has had useful racing that will stand 
him in good stead when it comes to the run- 
ning of the Lawrence Realization. But Little 
Chief has stamped himself as a good-class colt, 
for he has had to be good enough on each occa- 
sion to beat all the others besides his stable 
companions, and there were some good ones 
back of him in each race. 

No better line is to be had on a horse than 
to try him thoroughly with another horse. 
That is the advantage that the trainers of big 
racing establishments always have over the 
modest stable that is not possessed of any trial 
horses. Both Sam Hildreth and James Rowe 
are past masters in having a horse fit the first 
time he is sent to the races, but in justice to 
other trainers it must be admitted that each 
has the big advantage of many trial horses. 
That is what counts, more than exercise run- 
ning against the watch. It is a line that is de- 
pendable, and when it is possible to have pri- 
vate racing, rather than mere speed or endur- 
ance tests against a watch, it is a tremendous 
advantage. Sometimes a good horse is broken 
down, or loses form, before he is ever brought 
to the races, by the rigors of his training, but 
that is an incidental understood in advance. 

It has been shown both in France and Eng- 
land that a flat runner is frequently benefited 
by a course of jumping and many a good-class 
flat runner is put to it in the fall and winter 
jumping meetings. It brings into play muscles 
that are not exercised in flat running and it 



The entries for the stakes to be run during 
the I>aurel autumn meeting closed on Thurs- 
day, August 24, and it is more than prob- 
able that one of the greatest races of the 
year will be decided with the running of the 
Washington Handicap. The list of entries 
just issued by the association shows a total 
of seventy aspirants for the new and rich 
stake of $25,000. Among the entries are 
Bunting, Whiskaway, Snob II., Pillory, Kai- 
Sang and all the others of the good three- 
year-olds, while the older division is repre- 
sented by such great ones as Exterminator, 
Grey Lag, Boniface, Mad Hatter, Thunder- 
clap and a host of other stake winners. 

The Washington Handicap, however, did 
not bring out the largest list of candidates 
among the various stakes that closed at the 
same time. As might naturally be expected, 
the two-year-olds predominate, and some 
good stakes are offered for these juveniles. 
The biggest list of entries is for the Manor 
Handicap, a race of one mile, with $5,000 
added. There have been 108 entered for this 
race, while the next largest list is for the 
National Stakes, a condition race for the 
two-year-old division. There have been 104 
named for this event, which will be run over 
the three-quarters distance. 

Next in order in the number of entries 
comes the Laurel, which has called out 
ninety-five candidates. The Laurel has an 
added value of $10,000 and is a race where 
the two-year-olds may compete with the 
older horses, as it is a condition affair for 
all ages. In this event some of the best two- 
year-olds seen in action this year have been 
named to meet the stars of the three-year- 
old division and the older horses. 

The Maryland Handicap, with $10,000 
added, lias brought out all of the stars of 
the three-year-old division. This is a race 
at a mile and a quarter and is exclusively 
for the three-year-olds. It will be run just 
a week prior to the running of the rich 
Washington Handicap. 

The sprinting event of the Laurel meeting 
will he the Capital Handicap, at three-quar- 
ters mile, for three-year-olds and over. This 
race, which carries a $5,000 value, has 
brought an entry list of fifty-eight good per- 
formers. with all the star sprinters entered. 

The best of the jumpers usually are saved 
for the Maryland stakes, which are liberal, 
and there are two good steeplechase stake 
events to be run at Laurel. These are the 
Chevy Chase and the Patuxent handicaps, 
each carrying an added value of $5,000. The 
best of the timber toppers are found among 
those that have been entered for these races. 
The Patuxent is at two miles, while the 
Chevy Chase is at two miles and a half. 
There are fifty-seven entries for the shorter 
event, with forty-eight named for the Chevy 
Chase, the longer race of the two.

(Fifteenth Article.) 

Owners in those days had the time and 
the leisure to manage their own horses. They 
had their own handicap books and made a 
study of racing. This took a great respon- 
sibility off the shoulders of their trainers. 

Nowadays most of the big owners are 
so busy with one thing and another that they 
not only have no time for this but often 
they are not even able to see their horses 
run. 

I think John Porter was on the whole 
the most successful trainer of Ascot horses. 
Year after year he carried off many of these 
rich stakes. In later years Alec Taylor has 
followed in his footsteps. Sooner or later 
I shall have to say whom I consider the 
best trainer of the last twenty years, so I 
will do so now. Alec Taylor, being the most 
modest of men, will shake his head, but in 
the gradual, steady training that makes a 
good horse into a great one I should say he 
has no equal. Moreover, he is fortunate in 
having the finest training grounds in the 
world. He is by no means a sanguine man 
and seldom bets. 

Th.ere are many people who seem to think 
that trainers always know when their horses 
are going to win. This little story, if they 
read it, may disabuse their minds of the 
fallacy. Last Ascot, I, in company with 
many backers, had been losing my money. 
I had heard that Alec Taylor had a good 
thing in the Hardwicke Stakes, and happen- 
ing to come across him 1 asked him if it 
was good enough to “get out” on. 

He thought for a moment and then said : 
‘T really think it is.” So I went to “get 
out.” The horse was last. In fact I am 
not quite sure if it has passed the post yet ! 

I wonder why it is that everyone bets 
much higher at Ascot than anywhere else. 
The fact remains that they do, and the 
bookmakers profit thereby. I have seen 
many “Black Fridays” at Ascot when people 
have been madly scrambling to get home, 
but I have also had many good meetings and 
won my money on good horses. 

ASCOT CUP SPLENDID TEST. 

I think I would rather train the winner 
of the Ascot Cup than of any race in the 
world, even perhaps the Derby, for it is in 
my opinion the finest test of the good horse 
and of the trainer’s skill. 

When he was quite a boy he was riding in 
a match for Lord Durham, the other horse 
being ridden by Tom Cannon, who was a 
great match rider. My brother ask?d him, 
“Aren’t you afraid of Tom Cannon?” and he 
replied, “No, my lord, but he always beats 
me a head.” One morning on the Heath Mr. 
Coventry was talking to him when a batch 
or horses came thundering along. “I sup- 
pose that’s what they call a half-speed,” said 
Mr. Coventry. “Yes,” said “Rick,” “but it 
would take them a long time to find the 
other half.” He had a quaint way of saying 
rather clever things. 

Rickaby was a most determined jockey, 
especially good on a round course. He would 
take any risks, and was always as fit as a

prize fighter. I saw him ride a tremendous 
finish on Douglas Baird’s Mazagam for the 
Lowther Stakes, one and three-quarters miles, 
at Newmarket, against Tommy Loates, on 
Skopos, the latter a 7 to 4 chance. Mazagam, 
which was at 7 to 1, was the idlest horse in 
the world and would do nothing save under 
compulsion. 

At the Bushes it looked any odds on Loates, 
as Rickaby had been riding his horse hard 
for a long time. But again and again he 
squeezed a bit more out of him. At last 
Loates and Skopos began to get uncomfort- 
able, and when Rickaby and his horse put in 
one more tremendous effort they both fell to 
pieces and Mazagam won by a short head. 

When Rickaby came in he was speechless 
and white as a sheet from exhaustion, al- 
though, as I have said, he was as fit and 
| hard as a prize fighter. Sloan, who had been 
watching the race, said to me afterward, 
“I guess that Rick is a real demon when it 
comes to a long bout.” 

. LORD FARQUHAR’S GOOD PLATER. 

I remember at the Newmarket first Octo- 
ber meeting of 1896 running a horse belong- 
ing to Lord Farquhar called East Sheen 
in the Trial Selling Stakes. He was a use- 
ful plater and anything that beat him was j 



always worth buying. 

In this race he was beaten a neck by a 
chestnut mare. Damsel II. When she was 
put up to auction I bought her for $2,250. 
She was pouring with sweat, looked bad, 
L and I thought that I could probably un- 
prove her. That evening when I went to 
> stables my head man remarked that 

the mare I had bought was a wild brute 
and had been running round her box like 
1 a mad thing ever since she came home. 

I looked at her and she certainly was 
a miserable object, with eyes starting out 
of her head and flanks heaving. This was 
the ftrst doped horse I ever saw, although 
at the time I was quite unaware of what 
was the matter. I gave the mare a long 
rest and got her quiet and looking well 
but she was no good at all. 

Eventually the late C. J. Cunningham 
bought her for jumping, but he could do 
no good with her. He afterward put her 
to the stud, where she produced a dead 
foal, and beyond that I know no more of 
her. 

In 1896 doping was in its infancy and 
it was not until about 1900 that it really 
began to be a serious menace to horse 
racing. Even then, although there were hints 
of its wonderful effects, few people knew 
much about it or really believed in it. 

INCREASE OF A BAD PRACTICE. 

After 1900 this horrible practice increased 
rapidly, and by 1903 it had become a scan- 
dal. I myself was still skeptical about any 
dope making a bad horse into a good one. 
Strange things occurred, however, and one 
constantly saw horses which were notorious 
rogues running as if they were possessed of 
the devil, with eyes starting out of their 
heads and the sweat pouring off them. Their 
tails would sometimes go round like wind- 
mills. 

As these horses were mostly platers and 
ran in low-class races they did not attract 
j a great deal of attention, but three veteri- 
nary surgeons told me that the practice was 
increasing greatly, that it would be the ruin 
of horse breeding, and that it ought to be 
stopped. 

Then there occurred a case when a horse, 
after winning a race, dashed madly into a 
stone wall and killed itself. I thought it 
was about time that something was done, so 
I told one of the stewards of the Jockey 
Club what the veterinary surgeon had said. 
He was as skeptical as I had been and de- 
clared he did not believe there was anything 
in it. 

At that time I had in my stable some of 
the biggest rogues in training, and I told 
the stewards that I intended to dope these 
horses. They could then see for themselves 
what the result was. The first horse I doped 
was a chestnut gelding called Folkestone. 

This horse had refused to do anything in 
a trial or race. He was always last and 
would come in neighing. I first of all doped 
him in a trial. He fairly astonished me, for 
he jumped off in front and won in a canter. 

I sent him to Pontefract, where he beat 
a field of fourteen easily and nearly went 
round the course a second time before his 
jockey could pull him up. He won another 
1 ace the next day, was sold and never won 
again. 

LORD DURHAM’S OBJECTIONS. 

I had told my brother, Lord Durham, who 
was not a steward of the Jockey Club at that 
time, what I was doing. So much did he 
dislike this doping that he was inclined to 
object to my having anything to do with it 
^ hen I explained tiiat my object was chiefly 
to open the eyes of the stewards he with- 
drew his objection, but begged me not to 
have a shilling on any horse with the dope 
in him. To this I agreed. 

I obtained six dopes from a well-known 
veterinary surgeon. They were not injected 
with a needle, but were just given as a dose 
from a bottle. 

The effect on the horses was astounding. 

I used five of them and had four winners 
and a second. Not one of these horses had 
shown any form throughout the year. One 
of them, Ruy Lopez, which had previously 
entirely defeated the efforts of some of the 
best jockeys in England, ran away with the 
Lincoln Autumn Handicap, with a stable boy 
up, racing like the most honest horse in the 
world.

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YEARLING MARKET IS GOOD 



No Sensational Prices, but Aver- 
ages Were Good at Recent 
Saratoga Sales. 




While no sensational prices were realized 
at the recent Saratoga yearling sales, the 
market was good and average results ex- 
tremely satisfactory. Altogether, 418 head 
were sold for a general average of $2,260. 
Only eight youngsters brought over $10,000 
each and J. S. Cosden, who paid the highest 
price of $21,000 for a yearling in 1921. again 
had that distinction this year when he secured 
the Trap Rock — Federal Girl colt for $19.- 
000. The Raneocas Stable bought extensively 
and paid good prices for their purchases, one 
being the Fair Play — Loch Linnhe colt, which 
brought the second highest figure of the sale, 
$17,000.

constant it is derived indiscriminately either 
in the male or female line, thus confirming 
the rule that one or both parents must be a 
gray in order to produce a gray.

sires; Barrosa (1808), which bred sixteen 
bays or browns when mated with eight 
horses of varying colors, and Persepolis 
(1803), all of whose fifteen foals were chest- 
nuts, but as she was usually mated with 
the chestnut horse Quiz they could be of no 
other color, and the ten she had by this sire 
between them won sixty-six races, value 
10,396 pounds sterling, a large sum in those 
days. 

It may be noted that all the cases above 
quoted date from over a hundred years ago, 
but it is readily accounted for by the fact 
that, whereas in the earlier volumes, it is 
usually possible to see the whole of a mare’s 
produce at one reference, necessity now com- 
pels the return to be given piecemeal, and 
thus with a mare’s record spread over sev- 
eral volumes such details are no longer ap- 
parent at a glance, and entail considerable 
research. 

A few instances occur of mares producing 
foals of only one sex, a notable example 
being Lord Rosebery's well-known mare 
Montem, by Ladas, whose eleven produce 
were all fillies, and her daughters seem dis- 
posed to follow her example, though not 
quite so exclusively. 

Other mares are frequently to be met with 
whose colts win races while their fillies are 
worthless and vice versa, a circumstance 
highly interesting to the biologist. — C. M. 
Prior in Manchester Sporting Chronicle.

“I won on Dandy a mile heat race over ; 
hurdles, beating Deadhead, with Nolan up, j 
250 1 and Problem, with the late Jim McCormick ' 
up. In 1878 I rode the same horse at Sara- j 
toga mile heats over hurdles, winning both j 
heats. Dandy carried 140 pounds. I weighed j 
eighty-five pounds, my saddle fifteen pounds, j 
and I had to carry forty pounds of lead. I | 
rode the same horse in a steeplechase at Je- 
rome- Park. That fall I rode Lizzie D. in a 
steeplechase at Pimlico and also rode Wild 
Oats two miles over hurdles at Saratoga. 

HIS FIRST RACE FOR DWYER BROS. 

“The same day I rode my first race for the 
Dwyer Brothers on Rhadmanthus, the plater 
that founded the fortunes of the brothers, 
beating Susquehanna, with Hayward up. The 
Dwyers made arrangements with Daly to 
take me to Louisville to ride Bramble in the 
Stallion Stakes, which I won. Mr. Rowe 
went with the Dwyer brothers in 1878, taking 
the place of E. Snedeker, one of the leading 
trainers of his time. Snedeker had said that 
Bramble would never go over a mile and I 
won five straight cup races with him in 1879, 
each at two miles and a quarter. 

“In my opinion Luke Blackburn was the 
best horse I ever rode and Tremont the best 
two-year-old. The latter won thirteen 
straight races and never was touched with 
the whip or spus. He did not race after 
his two-year-old form, having developed a 
ringbone. I rode for the Dwyers ten years, 
during which time I was the leading jockey. 

I went with the Chicago Stable in 1889, but 
put on flesh so rapidly that I found it diffi- 
cult to keep down to riding weight. 

“The same year I came East from Chicago 
to ride Salvator in the Realization for Mr. 
Haggin and Torso for W. L. Scott in the 
The following are the jockeys who rode I Double Event, winning both races, Salvator 

beating Tenny in the Realization. The same 

night I returned to Chicago and engaged Bob 
Drew, who now drops the timer's flag, to 
reduce my weight. 

“The next day I had to ride Huntress, 122 
pounds, and in the morning I had to take 
three long walks to make the weight. In 1891 
I rode His Highness in the Futurity and won. 
His Highness carrying 130 pounds. The field 
made sixteen false starts and I made one 
break — and that was the start. My weight 
kept me from riding after that. 

“In 1887 Richard K. Fox of New York of- 
fered a diamond whip to the jockey winning 
the most races that year. At the time Gar- 
rison was eighteen races ahead of me and 
I beat him by eighteen at the end of the 
year. I have the whip yet and I have a 
son who, I think, is the best boy I ever saw 
on a horse.”
